CUMMINS’ SPEECH 


ATTACK ON TAFT 


Towan Assails Course Presi- 
dent Is Taking in Forcing 
Railroad Bill Through 

Congress. 


SEES FAVORS TO LINES. 


Committee Should Have Had 
Hearings Upon Measure Be- 
fore Being Asked to Re- 
port It Out.

Washington, D. C., March 15.—[ Special. }— 
Voicing a strong protest against what he 


termed the dictatorial attitude of President | 


Taft in demanding the passage of the admin- 
istration railroad bill practically without 
amendment, Senator Cummins of Iowa 
opened the railroad debate in the senate to- 
day with a speech more strongly insurgent in 
its tone than even his friends had expected. 
As if calculated to meet the challenge of the 


Iowa senator, President Taft let it be known: 


that he was not insisting upon blind support 
of his bill. He sent out word through the 
members of the senate who had been sum- 
moned to the White house that what he de- 
sires is the protection of the more important 
features of the administration bill, and that 
he will agree to the amendment of the bill in 
the senate sothat it will be acceptable to both 
houses, provided the essential features are 
retained. 

The widening of the breach between Cum- 
mins, Clapp, and several other western sena- 
tors on the one hand and President Taft on 
the other must follow close upon the declara- 
tions made by Cummins today. He declared 
the administration bill had been forced 
through the senate committee before the 
members of that committee had had time to 
read it. 

2 Fails to Deter Cummins. 

To Senators Jones, Brown, and Burkett, 
who were at the White house earlier in the 
day, the president had expressed himself in 
terms which indicated that he had no inten- 
tion of continuing the effort to line the senate 
up for the passage of the bill without a 
change. 

The president is not insisting that the ad- 
ministration bill dmending the interstate 
commerce laws shall go through without a 
change,“ said Senator Jones after his inter- 
view with the president. He is trying to 
get a good law, such az is wanted by the peo- 


ple of the country; and he is not quibbling 


over the details.“ 
. This statement, though it became known at 
the capitol early in the afternoon, did not 
deter Senator Cummins in the delivery of the 
criticism he had prepared.

© Railroads Given First Chance. 

Senator Cummins reviewed the history of 
the railroad bill now before the senate. He 
declared that even before the bill had been 
placed in the hands ot the president its full 
import had been known to the rdliroeds. He 
declared that he did not impute wrong mo- 
tives to any one upon this point; but he 
insisted that the railroads had had a full 
opportunity to participate in the framing of 
the bill before it was submitted to congress 
or its contents had become known to the 
public. 

The president sii attorney general gave 
hearings to all the railroad presidents of the 


country, he said, and also to some shippers, 


while the bill was in the course of revision 
at the White house. 

“I do not complain of the appearance of 
the railroad presidents to urge objection to 
the passage of any law that will affect the 
business and property which they repre- 
sent, said Senator Cummins. Ik the presi- 
dent and the attorney general are to prepare 
the bills which congress is to pass, simply 
because thé executive branch of the govern- 
ment wants them passéd, then it was emi- 
nently appropriate that the hearings upon 
the present bil) should take place before the 
men who were to decide what the bill 
should be. 


Bill Changed to Suit Roads. 

“It is, however, a significant fact that in 
the hearings held by the interstate commerce 
committee of the senate, no railroad men ex- 
cept one had a word to say either for or 
ageinst the measure, although they filled up 
the committee room every day given to the 
hearings. ' 

My protest against the course of this 
bill is not because the railroad men were 
heard, but because they were not heard in 
proper form. Between Noy. 10 and the day 
when this bill left the hands of the attorney 
general and was placed in the hands of the 
chairman of the committee of this senate, 
many and radical changes were made; and, 
so far as I can now recollect, substantially 
every change was made to remove objections 
urged by the railroads. 

“The senate does not know and cannot 
know what the arguments or showings were 
that led to these changes. If these railroad 


officials had appeared before us, what they | 


said and what they presented would have 
been preserved and laid before the senate 
and such weight could now be given to their 
facts and their arguments as they deserve.”

Gentlemen, 
I do not pro against the resolutions, 
but simply want to be placed on record as 
saying that all the editors of the Republican 
papers of Illincise are not unanimously in

“I do not endeavor in this meeting to in- 
fluence the adoption of these resolutions. I 
simply want to put on record the fact that 
one Republican newspaper in [linojs will not 
support the speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives nor his policies. 


Fighting to Save the Party.“ 

I have reason to believe that these policies 
—thet the speaker—could not receive more 
than one vote out of ten of the Republicans 
in my district. We are fighting in our dis- 
trict for the Republican party, as a whole 
Republicah party, to be governed by the ma- 
jority and not by one man. 

“We are trying to save the Republican

‘Among the public bills passed by the 
house is an amended employers' liabfiity bill, 
a statehood bill to admit Arizona and New 
Mexico, a bankruptey bill, a bill to amend the 
safety appliance law, a bill to compel rail- 
roads to report accidents, and a bill tocreate 
a bureau of mines, all important in carrying 
forward the pledges of the party. 


Committees Are Active. 

“The committees have been giving most 
careful study to the number of bills to amend 
the interstate commerce law and other leg- 
islation promised in the Republican plat- 
form, and I think I can safely predict that 
this legisiation will be added, while all the 
pledges of the platform will be kept by the 
party if it has the continued support of the 
people. No party ever has been able to ac- 
complish all it promised in one session of con- 
gress, and such an accomplishment has never 
been expected. 

It is the function of the Republican ed- 
itors to keep the people informed as to the 
work accomplished that they may not be 
misled by demagogues, whose function is to 
complain and create dissatisfaction, and the

No trace of the knife has been found with 
which Frank Precka. 17 years old, was 
stabbed fataliy before his body was discoy- 
ered in the basement of the Brecka regidence

Detectives searched the shedlike basement 
where the body was found and looked 
through the meat market at the same num- 
ber, where the boy worked, but failed to dis- 
cover any trace of the weapon.

One theory of the police is that Brecka 
stabbed himself with a sharp pointed butcher 
knife while in the rear of the meat market, 
and, failing to kill himself, staggered to the 
basement, there to complete his attempt at 
suicide by using his own belt to suspend 
himself from the gas jet. 

Turned Down by Bohemian Society. 

His mouth was pulled up to the open jet 
by the belt. Another theory, offered by Mrs. 
Louise Brecka, an aunt, ie that he was in- 
formed Monday night that he was ineligible 
for membership in a Bohemian Turner so- 
ciety and bi ed over thie fact until he 
decided to take his own MH fe. 
Louis Brecka, owner of the meat market at 
police, but was released when a coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of suicide and that 
death was due to asphyxiation from illumi- 
nating gas in conjunction with a knife wound. 

The verdict was returned on the recom- 
mendation of Coroner's Physician Joseph 
Springer, who, after a post-mortem examina- 
tion, made a statement that gas and not the 
knife wound was the direct cause of death, 
and that in his opinion it was a case of sui- 
cide.

The Sayler brothers and the attorneys for 
the prosecution are preparing to spring «4 
sensation after the jury has deen chosen by 
submitting evidence to show that two revyol- 
vers instead of one were fired at the banker 
the night he was killed. The two bulleta, 
they say, were fired at different angles, as 
shown by the marks they made in strikin 
the walls. One is said to have been a

This and other damaging evidence is said 
to have been collected by a detective, John 
F. Hopper, hired from a Chicago agency, 
who has been employed for several months 
by the Sayler brothers to work up the case.

ECONOMIES OF NARROWER STREETS. 
There is much force’ to the contention 
of the board. of local improvements that 
many of the streets in the residence sec-. 
tions of Chicago are unprofitably wide, 
and should be narrowed. Chicagd streets 
were laid out on a more generous scale 
than those of most large eastern cities. 
Land was abundant and cheap, and na. 
thought was given to the greater cost of 
upkeep of a wide as compared with @ uar- 
row street. Now we ard beginning to 
realize it. The wider street means more 
square feet of pavement and 4 heavier 
special assessmént bill for the pro 
owner. It means, after the pavement 
shall have been “laid; inereased cost at 
maintenance for the city. ‘The item will 
be a serious one after about all the streets 
shall have been paved. If a street were 
narrowed a little the assessment which 
now provides a mediocre ‘pavement would 
pay for a first class one, with many more 
years of life. 

It is true tlt it is not always easy to 
tell how long a Chicago residence street 
will remain one. Chicagoans have seen 
many which were once held in high es- 
teem for residence purposes transformed 
into business thoroughfares of more or 
less importance. Wabash avenue is one 
illustration and Michigan avenue another. 
But that narrowing, of the roadway of 
Wabash-avenue below Thirty-ninth street 
which the board of local improvements 
recommends would not lessen its useful- 
ness as a business and traffic street if ‘t 
ever were to become one. The board con- 
templates wider lawn spaces and a nar- 
rower driveway. If necessary the latter 
could be given its old width. 

There are numbers of residence streets 
which would be much more attractive 
and the houses would command better 
rentals—if the superfluous and expensive 
roadway ‘space were turned into lawns 
and planted with trees or shrubbery. 
That would contribute more to the mak- 
ing of the City Beautiful than needless 
expanses of asphalt. 2

but to tie British crown. for use as summer quarters 
of the embassy at Rome. : 

As the king and queen have a right to residence in 
the British embassies abroad—in Paris they have their 


‘own suite of apartments at the embassy, which are re- 


served exclusively for their use—since the embassadors 
are merely their representatives, it follows that when- 
ever Edward VII. or his consort stays at Naples they 
will have the villa at Posilippo at their disposal and 
will doubtless make it their headquarters for a time 
during their annual cruises in the Mediterranean. In 
the meanwhile it will, as Englieh, crown property, be 
maintained suitably at the expense of the British gov- 
ernment. It formerly was the residence of Prince Louis 
of Bourbon, count of Aquila, who married the sister of 
the late Dom Pedro, the last emperor of Brazil, and 
who was @ son of King Francis L of Naples.

A villa rather than a palace, it has three wings 
branching off from the main building and is filled with 
valuable collections of armor, pottery, and ethnological 
curiosities. The gardens are exceptionally beautiful 
There are immense conservatories, there is a stately 
stone wharf, constructed by Lord Rosebery for the 
convenience of his big steam yacht, and there is a su- 
perb and even unrivaled panoramic view from almost 
every point of the ville and property over the entire 
Bay of Naples. 

It is built on the site of the villa erected by the an- 
cient Roman statesman and general Caius Pollip, the 
intimate friend of Horace and of Virgil and who im- 
mortalized himself by his peculiar epicurean tastes in 
feeding the lampfeys used for his table with human 
flesh by throwing slaves who had displeased him alive 
into the tank in which these voracious fish were held in 
readiness for cooking. This excited some indignation 
even in those ancient days, when people were more lib- 
eral minded about such matters, and charges were filed 
against him with Emperor Augustus, who, however, held 
him in such high regard that he refused to interfere. 
He gave the name of Pausilypon to his villa, Pau- 
siiypon being the Greek for Sans Souci (Free from 
Care), and it is from this that the smal! town which 
has sprung up on the outskirts of the park has taken 
its name.

That the Bulgarians are a hardy, sturdy, 
healthy race is seen in the fact that today there 
are over 2,400. people living each over 100 years 
of age. There were ten ih the kingdom in 1906 
with ‘an age in petite 125. Apparently cente- 
narians are not as frequent now as they were 
formerly. In 1887 there were nearly 4,000 over 
100 years of age. The number of births per 100,- 
000 has decreased in cighteen years. But the 
increase in the number of children. who reach 
maturity more than makes up for the decrease 
in the birth rate. Their rate of increase from 
1887 to 1905 has been tWenty-one per thousand. 
In 1903 the rate was.eighteen. But in rural 
communities it was twenty-one as against nine 
for the urban communities. 

Of the total 23,000,000 acres of Bulgaria about 
half can be cultivated. Forty per cent of the 
land is private property. Of that remaining 23 
per cent belongs to communities, towns, or par- 
ishes, ten per cent.to the state, and the remain- 
ing 22 per cent is occupied by towns, rivers, and 
roads. ; : 

The distribution of land in private ownership 
in Bulgaria resembles Servia and is character- 
ised by a system of small holdings. Land is 
largely in the possession of the peasants. There 
are few large estates. There are about 600 es- 
tates, each containing more than 240 acres, their 
combined area being awittle over 84,580 acres. 
Of the 800,000 proprietors the largest single 
category, 86,000, have S averaging from 
twelve to eighteen acres. Of those holding less 
than twelve acres there are 311,432, as opposed 
to 160,000 who hold mote than eighteen acres. 
That there are many small farms is shown in the 
more than 66,000 proprietors who hold less than 
one and a half acres, while there are about 100,- 
000 whose farms vary from six to twenty-four

Washington, D. C., March 15.—The goverm 
ment’s defense of the constitutionality of the 
corporation -tax provision of the new tariff 
law was submitted today in printed form to 
the Supreme court of the United States. Tt 
is the work of Lloyd W. Bowers, solicitor 
general, but bears the signature also of his

Cites Spreckels Decision.. 

together with the deciston 
of the Gupreme court in the Spreckels case, 
which the solicitor general explains as hold- 
ing that a tax declared in the statute to be 
laid on business in an amount equivalent to a 
certain percentage of income is an excise 
tax on the business, are taken by him as 
sufficient to show that the corporation tax 
is an excise on the traneattion of business. 

However, he proceeds to cite cases to prove 
that even if the tas were laid on the income 
of business it still would be an excise upon 
the business. A list of inheritance tax cases 
are cited to show it is an excise tax. 

It a tax upon the exercise of the right to 
recelvo property, personal or real, by in- 
heritance is not a direct tax on the property, 
though (as was true of all the federal inher- 
itance tax laws) the inheritance tax is meas- 
ured by the value of the inherited property,“ 
said the solicitor general, it must be equally 
true that a tax upon the exercise of the right 
to use property in one or another kind of busi- 
ness—especially under the peculiar condl- 
tions and advantages of corporate business— 
is not a direct tax.” 


Income Tax Cases Parallel. 


In his consideration of cases bearing upon 
the point of whether the corporation tax is 
a direct tax or an excise Mr. Bowers refers 
to the famous income tax cases. He says 
these cases have been interpreted, undoubt- 
edly with the concurrence of the entire Su- 
preme court, as referring to a tax imposed 
on property solely by reason of its ownership. 

“That must mean,” says the solicitor gen- 
eral, “a tax upon property by reason of its 
mere existence or ordinary enjoyment, 
though the property is not put to some special 
use. A tax upon business is not a tax im- 
posed upon property ‘solely by reason of its 
ownership,’ for if the property is not put to 
business use no thx falls upon it or its in- 
come.” 

It is in the argument that the tax is not a 
direct one that Mr. Bowers first considers 
the claim that inasmuch as the tax is not 
levied on partnerships or individuals but is 
put on corporations and joint stock com- 
panies, it therefore is assessed on franchises. 
The distinction between partnerships and in- 
3 on the one hand and corporations 

joint stock companies on the other is ex- 
pl ned as not proceeding from the presencé’ 
or absence of franchises, ‘‘ but from the wide- 
and umpottant diversity of legal rules af- 
fecting thé two kinds of a of these 
two groups. 


Brings Out Three Other Points. 

The second point Mr. Bowers secks to 
make is that the tax is not a direct tax 
upon the shares of the stovkholders, nor 
upon the income. The reasons given for the 
tax not being a direct tax on property ig 
held to apply to the claim that it is not a 
direct tax on the shares or income of the 
stockholders. 

The third point is that the tax does not 
become direct in the spec:al cise of a com- 
pany engaged in the business of handiing or 
dealing in real estate. Five of the fifteen 
cases for consideration by the court involve 
such corporations. Mr. Bowers avers they 
raise no constitutional question. 

The fourth point Mr. Bowers seeks to 
establish is that the tax is not an infrac- - 
tion of the general power of the states to 
authorize the formation of corporations and 
stock companies. Even if the tax were on 
franchises of a state corporation, he says, 
instead of being on the use of the franchises, 
it still would not be a tax on the legislative

FIVE WITNESSES ARE HEARD 


Believed to Have Told How Alleged 
Trust Operates in West. 


District Attorney Sims pulled a few strings 
yesterday and in response what fs alleged 10 
‘be one of the most interesting of the beef 
trust skeletons, hitherto concealed in Colo- 
rado, clanked its bones: in the corridors ef 
the federal building. 

The district attorney wants to know how 
and why the National Packing company ob- 
tained contro! of the Denver Stockyards com- 
pany, and how it has utilized the power over 
packing operations in the western city that it 
acquired thereby. It is said that thepackers, 
and live stock raisers are dependent on the. 
impartial administration of the stockyards. 


Five Witnesses Are Examined. 

To obtain full and complete information 
concerning the Denver activities of the Na- 
tional, five witnesses conversant with condi- 
tions there were called before the grand jury. 
They are: 

George W. Ballantine, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Denver Stockyards company. 

F. P. Ernest, cattle raiser. 

George W. Linger, general manager of the Engle 
Cattle company. 

Elijah Bosserman, commission man. 

Henry Gebhart, former president of the Colorado 
Packing and Provision company. 

The National Packing company, which is 
owned by J. Ogden Armour, Louis F. Swift, 
and Edward Morris, acquired control of not 
only the company which owned and operated 
the stockyards at Denver, but also of two 
large independent packing companies, the 
Western Packing company and the Colorado 
‘Packing and Provision company. 

Gebhart was president of the latter concern 
at the time that the Chicago interests ob- 
tained control of it, but since has been re- 
tired.“ He was before the jury for some time 
and it 1 believed that his testimony was 
found 6f value by Mr: Sims, Mr. Wilkerson, 
and the grand jurors. 


Eastern Decree Not Disquieting. 

The packers are not alarmed by the decree 
of a New Jersey judge ordering thm to pro- 
duce certain records before the Hudson ¢coun- 
ty grand jury. They claim that the New 
Jersey laws require only stockholders’ meet- 
ings to be held within the state and allow di- 
rectors’ meetings to be held. wherever the 
company may have an office. 

The stockholders’ meetings have been held 
in New Jersey, but. by proxy, so that the 
stockholders, who are the same men who 
form the directorate, have never been within 
the jurisdiction. All the records of stockhold- 
ers’ meetings have been submitted to the 
grand jury. The directors’ meetings have 
been held in Chicago, and the records prob- 
ably will be kept here; as it is believed that 
there is no process which can be issued by a 
New Jersey court under which they may be 
seized in Illinois, 

The packers are willing.to exhibit the rec- 


ords to any: eastern officials who may com. 


to Chicago for that purpose, but they are 
loath to recognize the right of the New Jer- 
sey court to give them orders.

New York, March 15.—[ Special. }—Prosecu- 
tor Pierre P. Garven of Hudson county, N. J., 
saf@ today he would go to Washington on 
Friday to consult with the authorities there 
in connection with the prosecution of the 
meat packing corporations. 

Garven said the order to compe) the indict- 
ed beef packing orations to produce be- 
fore the Hudson county grand jury the min- 
utes of their annual meetings will be signea 
tomorrow at Trenton by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Swayze. The prosecutor said there would 
be no delay in serving the order on theagents 
of the corporations in New Jersey. The order 
set the time within which the desired min- 
utes must be produced before the grand jury. 
The prosecutor did not think it possible to 
place the minutes before the grand jury to- 
morrow afternoon. Garven has had no notice 
that an appeal from the order will be taken 
in the form of an application for a writ of 
certiorari. 

Prosecutor Garven announced that requisi- 
tion papers for the extradition of Vice Presi- 
dent Lemuel B. Patterson of the National 
Packing company had been in the hands of

R. T. Crane’s commercial method of 
judging college professors in scientific work 
received a jolt from Prof. John Merle Coulter, 
head of the botanical department of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, yesterday. 

Prof. Coulter did not mention the million- 
aire manufacturer, but those in the audience 
at the convocation exercises in Mandel hall 
felt that his words were intended as 4 defense 
of Prof. A. A. Michelson and other educators 
whose gesearches were branded as useless by 
Mr. Crane. 


An investigator, stimulated only by what 


has been called the delirious but divine de- 
sire to know, is attracted by a problem,“ he 
said, “No thought of its usefulness in a 
material way is in his mind; he wishes simply 
to make a contribution to knowledge. 


Second Man Gets the Credit. 
„No one can appreciate the labor, pa- 
tience, and intellectual equipment involved 
in such work, unless he has undertaken it 
himself. The investigator succeeds in solv- 
ing bis problem, and is satisfied. 

Many years later some other scientific 
man discovers that the results of the former 
may be used to revolutionize some process 
of manufacture, some method of transporta- 
tion or communication, some formula of 
agriculture, some practice in medicine or 
surgery. The application is made and the 
world applauds, but the applause is chiefly 
for the second man, the practical man. Yet 
to the practical result both contributed, the 
first giving as great material service as the 
second.”

FARMERS NOW SPECULATORS 


Buy and Await Further Price Advance: 
New Record Made, 
— 


The temporary withdrawal packing 
concern from the hog —— re- 
ductions in the number of men employed in 
the same work by other firms, and the entry. 
of the farmer as a speculator in the market 
for live hogs here were new developments to 
come to light in the situation yesterday, 

Never before have farmers been known to 
buy hogs at Chicago with the expectation 
that they would realize higher prices if they 
held them long enough. They cannot take 
the hogs out for further feeding, but must 
pay $1 a bushel for corn sold to them by the 
stockyards’ company. Besides the feed bill 
they have to pay two commissions, one for 
buying the hogs and the other for reselling. 

Orders which came from the coun untry spec- 
ulators had no price limit on them, however, 
and commission men paid 310.92 to II a 
hundred pounds. The top price for the day 
was $11.06, so that further big gains will 
have to be made before these speculators can 
realize a profit. 


Firm Quits Hog Killing. 

Roberts & Oake, a firm which operates a 
packing plant et Forty-fifth street and Cen- 
ter avenue, announced that it would with- 
draw from ‘the hog trade for the present. It 
slaughters 500 to 1,600 hogs a day when sup- 
plies are normal. Armour & Co. reduced its 
forces, discharging all the men it had em- 
ployed in driving hogs to the abattoirs. 

We were losing $1.50 on each hog killed,“ 
said an officer of the Roberts & Oake con- 
cern, “and thought it was about time we 
quit working for the benefit of the hog rais- 
ers. We will continue to slaughter cattle, 
and will return to the hog trade as soon as 
the cost gets closer tq the prices we can get 
for the manufectured products.” 

Fails to Influence Market. | 

The reduction in the buying forces had no 
influence on the market for live hogs and 
prices climbed to another high mark for the 
year, topping at $11.05. Lambs also sold at 
sharply higher prices, reaching $10.20, or 20c 
higher than the previous record mark for 
Colorado lambs sold at Chicago. 

Calves followed and sold at $10.50 a hundred 
pounds, which was 25 cents higher than ever 
was paid for veal calves before in the history 
of the trade here. This left beef steers about 
the only class of live stock selling at less 
than record prices, and there are many 
traders of the opinion that steers too will 
reach record heights before the end of the 


year. 


STATE AND FEDERAL OFFICERS 
PUSH WAR ON ‘MOONSHINERS.’ 


New Evidence Involving the Moxley 
and Other Concerns Said to Have Been 
Gathered by United States Agents. 


State and federal authorities took addi- 
tional steps yesterday in the national-state 
crusade agains violators of the orleomargar- 
ine laws. District Attorney Edwin W. Sims 
and Assistant District Attorney Robert W. 
Childs were furnished with new evidence in- 
volving the big manufacturers, including 
William J. Moxley, Inc., and the Illinois 
state food commission at the same time took 
cognizance of information. 

From. agents of the latter body it was 


learned yesterday that in several cases prose- 
cuted by it in the past, 


defendants had 
frequently called upon William J. Moxley, 
Inc., to furntsh legal counsel, and this

Borden Company | 
Known Prices It Is Willing 
to Pay During Season. 
OFFERS 8 CENT ADVANCE. 


Conflicting Reports Come from 
Farmers Whether They 
Will Accept. 


The signal for a struggle between the milk 

producers and the bottling concerns was giv- 
en yesterday when the Borden company an- 
nounced the scale of prices it is willing to pay 
during the ensuing six months. This scale 
is followed by the smaller bott#ing companies 
and offers and advance of 8 cénts a hundred 
pounds over last year’s prices but refuses 
to meet the demand of the producers for an 
advance of 19 cents.

J. H Marsh, manager of the Borden firm, 
said ‘the producers accepted the scale and 
signed contracts to insure all the milk the 
company would need. James P. Grier, secre- 
tary of the Milk Producers’ Protective as- 
sociation, declared that at the meetings the 
producers refused to sign the contracts and 
that the companies will have to come to 
terms or experience a milk famine.

Thought She Was Free of First 
Man When Wedded to Second. 


MARITAL YOKE GALLS MANY. 


Another Woman Asks Her Third Decree; 
Policeman Sued. 


A case in which a discontented married 
person asks divorces from two men at the 
same time is not common, but one such is 
before the Circuit court for settlement. It 
was filed yesterday by Mrs. Irene Plass 
against Walter B. Neal, her first husband, 
or rather the man she married first, and 
Frank L. Plass, the second.

TELLS OF MABRAY METHODS 


Important Witness Testifies as to 
‘Fixed’? Sporting Events. 


BACKS UP THE PROSECUTION: 


In Touch with Defendants for Years, 
He Indicates. 


Council Bluffs, Ia., March 15.—Howard 
Simpson, a Spokane, Wash., real estate deal- 
er, according to his own declaration, fur- 
nished the sensation today in the trial of 
John Mabray and his associates, charged 
with: fraudulent use of the mails. 

No witness called thus far has received 
the attention that was accorded Simpson. 
Mystery surrounded the manner in which he 
had secured the volume of information he 
vouchsafed in the case, and neither side 
attempted to show how he came into pos- 
session of it. He indicated, however, that 
he had been in touch with the defendants 
for many years, was familiar with their 
handwriting, their method of operation, and 
in most cases with their personality. 

The government introduced and had ad- 
mitted a directory of 200 names of men who 
are alleged to have been identified with 
Mabray during his operations in various 
cities of the country. 


Strongest Evidence Introduced. 

Col. Temple, prosecuting attorney, stated 
that he considered Simpson's evidence the 
strongest he had yet introduced. It is said 
that Simpson will give further testimony 
in cases to come before the court later. : 

An important witness was George Alberts 
of Sioux City, who testified to having lost 
$2,000 on a wrestling match at Denver. Al- 
berts identified a show letter which he 
received from Bert Shorts, a defendant, 
through the mails. This letter is the first of 
its kind the prosecution has been abie to get 
into the record. 

James Turner of Myersdale, Pa., lost $5,000 
on a prize fight in Council Bluffs in which 
Clarence Forbes had been hig fighter. Tur- 
ner admitted on cross examination that he 
had been a former justice of the peace in 
Cumberland, Md., and that he had been 
concerned in a wire tapping scheme in Chi- 
cago when he first met Forbes, He stated 
he had paid a telegraph operator $500 for 
his services in this scheme.

It was during his 
testimony that information was brought out 
regarding his practice of medicine in Boston 
without being registered.

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COURT REFUSES 
SHIPPERS’ PLEA 


Judge Kohlsaat Declines to 
Continue Order Against 
Demurrage Rules. 


UP TO COMMERCE BOARD. 


Jurisdietion Retained, However, 
Until After Commission 
Makes Decision. 


The board of trade and the grain interests 
of Chicago yesterday lost the first battle 
in their fight against the new code of uni- 
form demurrage rules adopted by the rail- 
roads, when Judge Kohlsaat decided to con- 
tinue the temporary injunction issued on 
Feb. 28 restraining the twenty-six railroads 
from cutting down the free time allowed for 
unloading and reconsignment before the de- 
murrage charge of $1 per car per day ac- 
crues. e 

The fight will now be carried by the grain 
interests to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in the form of a complaint alleging that 
the new rules, which were effective on March 
1, are unreasonable and work a hardship 
against the Chicago grain market. 

Under the rules which have been in effect 
for several years forty-eight hours’ freetime 
was allowed for reconsignment and seventy- 
two hours for unloading at elevators. In the 
new code formulated by the National Asso- 
clation of Railway Commissioners and adopt- 
ed by the roads the free time will be twenty- 
four and forty-eight hours, respectively. 


Jurisdiction Kept by Court. 

Judge Kohlsaat held that no irreparable 
injury to the shippers would result In allow- 
ing the rules to go into effect pending a 
determination of their reasonableness by 
the interstate commerce commission. In 
the meantime he will retain jurisdiction over 
he case for the purpose of enforcing the 
return of the alleged overcharge in case 
the commission declares the rules unreason- 
abie. ;

There is no such thing as a reasonable

Loss of Overcharge Feared. 

Henry S. Robbins, attorney for the board 
of trade and eleven grain firms, co-complain- 
ants, pointed out that unless the court grant- 
ed the injunction the shippers would have 
no remedy during the long time required for 
a decision by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and that they cauld not collect any 
resulting overcharge unless each one brought 
an independent suit. 

“The railroads cannot only collect: this 
unreasonable rate but they can keep it,” he 
said, because it would not pay to start in- 
dependent suits.“ 

The shippers assert it was never intended 
the new demurrage code should not be sus- 
ceptible to exceptions where required, as 
they maintain is the case in a large market 
like Chicago. The railroads declare they 
have simply adopted the uniform rules as 
approved by the commission and that if 
any exceptions are to be made they should 
be made by the commission on appeal and 
not by the railroads themselves.

Railway Engineers Discuss Plans 
for Conservation.

OPEN ANNUAL MEET HERE. 


Men Who Lay Out Lines Discuss Prob- 
lems of Their Work. : 


Further participation by railroads in the 
conservation movement through the owner- 
ship and protection of forests was advocated 
yesterday at the eleventh annual conven- 
tion of the American Railway Engineering 
and Maintenance of Way association which 
convened at the Congress hotel. The con- 
vention wil} continue until tomorrow even- 
ing, and tonight, in the gold room of the 
hotel, there, will be a banquet, at which ad- 
dresses will be made by George P. Graham, 
minister of railways and canals of Canada; 
Harry Pratt Judson, president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and Ald. Milton J. Fore- 


man. 
President William McNeb, in his annual 

address, stated that there was a question 

whether during the last year railroad con- 


struction: had kept pace with the industrial 
advancement of the continent, and he as- 
eribed this condition to the rapid advance- 
ment of agricultural development. 7 

According to Mr. McNab, 4,861 miles of 
railway, exclusive of second, third, and 
fourth tracks, were constructed and placed 
in operation in the United States and Canada 
during 1900. Of this total, Canada was cred- 
ited with 1,065 miles of tracks. 

Committee reports were made on nearly 
every problem of railroad construqtion apd 
operation, and there were open discussion 
on each report. 


Famine in Railroad Timber Seen. 

Thefalarm felt by the railroads on account 
of the rapidly decreasing supply of timber 
suitable for ties and other railroad purposes 
and the willingness of the roads to codperate 
in the national movement for the conserva- 
tion of natural resources were expressed in 
the report of the committee on conserva- 
tion. This body, of which A. 8. Baldwin, 
chief engineer of the Illinois Central, is 
chairman, has kept in touch with the work of 
the government forest service in this re- 
spect, and its report urged upon the rail- 
roads compliance with the suggestions for 
railroad work in forest preservation pre- 
pared by the national conservation commis- 
sion. Control of forest fires was pointed to 
as an important phase of the problem, it be- 
ing estimated that in Wisconsin alone 1,200,- 
000 acres of forest were burned over last

Would Own Forests. 

„One of the best methods by which rail- 
roads can insure themselves against a short- 
age of ties and timber in the future, the 
report stated. is for them to own and man- 
age their own forests. A number of roads 
already have adopted this policy. Some 
have withdrawn from the market the remain- 
der of their forested land grant areas; others 
have purchased forest land outright. The 
management of existing forests is more eco- 
nomical and in the long run probably will be 
more satisfactory than the establishment of 
plantations. : 

Such lands should be in charge of trained 
foresters, who should manage the lands more 
with a view to producing ties and timber than 
to meeting the immediate demands.“ 

About 19,000,000 treated ties were used 
by the railroads in 1907, according to the re- 
port, and the number is rapidly increasing. 

The afternoon session adjourned early to 
enable the members to visit the exhibition 
of railway appliances at the Coliseum. In the 
evening J. W. Kendrick, vice president of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railway, 
delivered an illustrated lecture on the sub- 
ject of conservation of cross ties by méans 
of protection from mechanical wear.
